1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Scott Daniels on 9/18/06. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 
In the specification: 

On page 2, paragraph [012], lines 1-2, "for the reverse gear for the reverse gear" 
has been replaced with -for the reverse gear-. 
In the claims: 

Claim 3, lines 2-3, "a drive shaft and an output shaft (2) coaxial in relation to the 
intermediate gear for a reverse gear (1 ) and with at least one" has been replaced with 
-a drive shaft and an output shaft (2) which are coaxial and with at least one--. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach an arrangement of an intermediate gear for a reverse gear in 
connection with a transmission with a drive shaft and an output shaft, an intermediate 
shaft, and a driving shaft. Specifically, the prior art of record does not teach the 
intermediate shaft being for a power take-off and driven by the intermediate gear for the 
reverse gear; the intermediate gear for the reverse gear being driven by the driving 
shaft, which also drives the output shaft; and the intermediate gear for the reverse gear 
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being arranged above an imaginary plane extending through axes of the driving shaft 
and the output shaft, the driving shaft being located to the right of the output shaft in a 
direction of travel with an imaginary horizontal orientation of the plane, as required in 
claim 3. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: 

• FISHER (US 4,463,621 ) teaches a multiple countershaft automatic 
transmission (see Figs. 2 and 3) having a drive shaft (32) and an output 
shaft (96) which are coaxial; an intermediate shaft (88) arranged parallel 
to the drive and output shafts; and an intermediate gear for a reverse gear 
(138) being driven by a driving shaft (78), which also drives the output 
shaft. 

• KLARICIC (US 6,092,432) teaches a countershaft transmission as shown 
in Figs. 1 and 8. 

• GOOCH (US 4,495,838) teaches a countershaft transmission as shown in 
Figs. 1 and 2.
